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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-79 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-63, drawn to compound of formula I wherein R 3 is not a 
heterocyclic ring, classified in class 540, subclass 604 etc, class 546, 
subclass 242,244,113, 152 etc., class 548 452, 453, 543, 546 etc. 
depending upon the choice of p. 

II. Claims 1-63, drawn to compound of formula I wherein R 3 is a heterocyclic 
ring, classified in classes 540, 544, 546, 548, 549 etc., subclasses various 
depending upon the choice of the heterocyclic substituents and choice of 
P- 

III. Claims 64-75, drawn to method of use and pharmaceutical composition 
with intended use, classified in class 514, subclasses various depending 
upon choice of the heterocyclic ring and p. 

IV. Claims 76-77, drawn to an intermediate of formula II, classified in class 
546, subclasses 1 13,152 etc., class 548, subclasses 452, 453 and others. 

V. Claims 78-79, drawn to another intermediate of formula III, classified in 
class 540, subclass 604 and others, class 546, subclass 242, 244 etc., 
class 548, subclass 543,546 etc. 

If Group I is elected, applicants should elect a suitable p. Applicants may also 
elect a specific pharmaceutical composition and a specific method of use for a 
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specific disease. 

If Group II is elected, applicants should also elect a specific heterocylclic group 
positively recited in claim 2 or should specify a single ring size, specific 
heteroatoms, number of hetero atoms and their position Applicants may also 
elect a specific pharmaceutical composition and a specific method of use for a 
specific disease. 

If Group III is elected, applicants should elect a class of compounds form Group I 
or Group II. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Group I and II are independent and distinct from each other because they are 
directed to structurally dissimilar compounds that lack common core namely azepine vs 
piperidine vs pyrrolidine vs pyridoindole vs indole vs morpholine vs pyrimidine versus 
1,3,5-triazine versus 1,2,4-triazine versus pyridazine versus 1,2-diazole versus 1,2- 
bicylcodiazole etc. generically embraced in the claim language. Consequently, the 
groups have different classifications and require separate prior art searches. They can 
be made and used independently. Art, which may render obvious or anticipate one of 
the groups would not necessarily do the same for the other group. Each can support a 
patent, as the compounds of each group are capable of being utilized alone not in 
combination with other members listed in the Markush group. 

Group l-ll and I III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
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product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product as seen in 
the references cited in the specification. In addition, the product as claimed can be used 
in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)) as seen by 
the various method of use recited in these claims. 

Inventions IV-V and l-ll are related as mutually exclusive species in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product 
(MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 
806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as 
pharmaceuticals and intermediates for other receptor antagonists including substance P 
as evidenced by the prior art cited in the specification and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: see species shown in claims 58-63. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-57 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
